JInc.，a business advocacy oOr- 
ganization for Asian Amer- 
icans, is pushing the United Pres- 
byterian Church in Chinatown to 
pressure its general contractor to 
hire more local Asian Americans 
for the Stockton/Sacramento，re- 
development Project. 

The unusual action involving 
two community social service 
agencies took the form of a com- 
_ plaint to the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD) local office， Due to oral 
complaints by an Asian Inc. com- 
pliance officer Calvin Tong and a 
written complaint by a Chinese 
American contractor and engin- 
eer H.T. Liu，HUD is pressuring 
the church to strictly follow 
Section 3 affirmative action guide- 
jlines. 

The guidelines say that sponsors 
of the redevelopment project have 
to “provide business and employ- 
inent Opportunities for businesses 


or residing in the project area， 
Which in this instance is the City 
and County of San Francisco,” 
according to HUD housing 
development director William - M. 
MecGonigle in a June 22 letter to 
Cynthia Joe，chairperson of the 
church housing committee. 


BULLETIN 
Jn its July 5 bulletin，which is 
circulated among Asian Amer- 
ican contractors，Asian Inc. listed 
three problems it was having with 
the Presbyterian Church over the 
housing project， The bulletin 
claimed that the church's “af- 
firmative action plan，which asks 
for a 25 percent goal for minority 


Contractors.” 


Another charge was that “local- 
]y based Asian American sub- 
contractors are told abonut 
contractual opportunities when 
non-minority, non-local subs have 


andlower income persons located  -

In this months Asian Inc， 
Bulletin released last week，the 
whole issue is updated to a more 
positive note. Asian Inc. met with 
the Church and-the Chinatown 
Coaljlition for Better Housing last 
week and the newsletter says those 
in “attendance left the meeting 
with very Positive， constructive 
feelings.” 


The bulletin stated that the 
church will develop an affirmative 
action plan，consistent with HUD 
section 3 and “will talk to con- 
tractors already designated 
regarding their responsibilities to 
local-based， Asian American 
firms.”Asian-JInc.，for its part， 
will assist the church to develop an 
affirmative action Plan. 


PUBLIC 

The Presbyterian Church Stock- 
ton/Sacramento Building Com- 
mittee feels that Asian Inc. should 
not have gone public with its 
complaints, There wasnot enough 
time spent trying to work the 
matters out between the two 
agencies， _ according to chair- 
person Cynthia Joe. “We have 
always wanted _ affirmative 
action, ”she says，

Construction， firm， located in 
Oakland and the multi-national 
Ohbayashi Corporation of Japan- 
The electrical contractor is a 
Hayward-based firm that was 
recommended to the church by 
Asian Inc. as a_ minority-owned 
firm，It now seerms，according to 
Tong,，that this firm，the VWyder 
Co. is only 35 percent Filipino- 
owned and 25 percent owned by a 
Canadian Gorporation. Tong says 
he regrets that he did not look 
more deeply into the corporation s 
Ownership，but he claims that he 
was operating under deadlines to 
get more minority subcontractors 
into the Project， 


The thrust of Tong's criticism is 
that notenough local Asian Amer- 
icans have been hired by Ed 
Winthers of the James 下 .Roberts 
Corporation and by his subcon- 
tractors， Tong does not see huge 
multi-nationals “ benefiting the 
local community in terms of jobs， 


CRITICISMS 

Choy of Cameron House res- 
ponds that Tong's criticisms are 
unjustified. There may be more 
local businessmen hired. Ohbay- 
ashi is by definition a minority- 
firm and -their local chief of 
estimation and planning is Robert 
Yen.“If qualified，we will offer 
Asian American firms an equal 
Opportunity,”he says， Choy also 
points out that the landscape 
architect for the project is Omi / 
Lang of San Francisco and Lyman 
Jee of Arcon,，Inc.,，and Architects 
Associated is developer and archi- 
tect for the Project， 


”Were committed to an affir- 
mative action plan,”says Choy，

Choy acknowledges, though that 
the church has to follow through 
and urge the general contractor to 
hire more local Asian American 
firms.

Helping the New- 
comers to Adjust 


When thousands of Vietnamese refugees came to the 
United States at the end of the Vietnam War, people of the 
world were amazed at the relatively smooth settlement and 
adjustment of these newcomers. After all, many felt, these 
Vietnamese suffered the tremor of decades of war, during 
which many lost their loved ones, and finally，they were 
severed from their home and country， 

It would be naive to think that many of these refugees 
would not blame the United States for what had happened 
to them. For the same reason, many in the country who 
had doubts about the war and those who had lost a son or 
abrother in Vietnam might also create difficulties for these 
refugees， 

Given this background， we are 日 ad to see that the new- 
comers were given food，shelter and employment.， And 
many communities have accepted them with open arms， 

Another 贡 oup of newcomers who have lived through 
similarly traumatic experiences，but who arrived in tbils 
country withoeut fanfare or Press coveragey is the immigrants 
from the Chinese mainland.， Some witnessed decades of 
wars and conflicts, some have been displaced several times， 
some were caught in the midst of political movements， 
some spent time in prison or detention centers，and some 
were escapees under the most trying conditions， 

As an article in this issue shows，many young people 
from this group are ex-Red Guards who roamed China 
during the Cultural Revolution， 

With such special background and education, these former 
Red Guards would find adjusting to life here a _ difficult 
task，Most would prefer not to talk about their experiences 
in China and politics in general，Some may still view much 
of the American social and political realities with susplclon. 

Some agencies in the community are provlding services 
to the newcomers to satisfy basic Physical needs， But what 
about their mind and splrit? 

Our community needs many more forums for newcomers 
to discuss issues and concerns，We need cultural Programs 
on televlsion， radio and the theaters which address the 
adjustment needs of the newcomers， We need newspapers 
and magazines whlich would open their pages to allow a 
sharing of experience. 

This group of newcomers can be a vital force in our com- 
munity. We should find ways to help them adjust to this 
new land，

invested remains a relevant and 
permissible line of inquiry to 
determine whether an investment 
has in fact been made by the 
foreign investor. 

A related consideration is how 
the money is investeqd orexpended.， 
Present Federal Regulations 
require a clearly evidenced outlay 
of capital totalling $40,000 in 
acdquisition or establishment of the 
business，or for the subsequent 
Purchase of any fixed assets 
required for the normal and contin- 
uing operation of the business. 
The State Department airgram 
Says，“there must be a readily 
measurable cost to the applicant 
amounting to $40,000 or more in 
the acquisition or establishment of 
the business and for such other 
fixed assets as are necessary for the 
normal and continuing operation 
of the business.” 

CAPITAL 

The airgram points out that，in 
the case of the wholesale or distri- 
butorship operation，invoices for 
the “ purchase of goods for 
immediate resale would not in 
themselves constitute acceptable 
evidence of  ， investment. The 
reason is that the invoices only 
reflect one-time costs for single 
transactions，and the cumulative 
total of such invoices often reflect 


”amuch lower working capital. 


For instance，the investor buys 
$1,000 worth of goods in one 
month，sells it at a Profit，and 
plows the same $1,000 back into 
the business the following month, 
The working capital is about 
$1,000，whereas the cumulative 
total of invoices would be over 
$2,000 for the two months, Only 
$1.000 will be considered toward 
the investment. 

Also， the money must be 
invested in the same enterprise in 
which he or she will be engaged as 
a Principal manager. $40,000 
ipnvested in ditterent companies 
will not suffice. 

PROSPECTIVE 

Existing law allows for Pros- 
pective investments by the clause 
“or actively in the Process of 
investing,”according to the State 
Department airgram.， Neverthe- 
less，there should be at least a 
partial commitment of capital in 
some Specific enterprise which 
demonstrably involves a total 
investment exceeding $40,000 in 
either the acquisition of an existing 
business or in the establishment of 
anew business. 

A mere contract to Purchase 
will not be sufficient， However， 
where there is such a contract plus 
some actual commitment of some 
money，a showing that the busi- 
ness has an actual existence and 
that the cost of acquiring or estab- 
lishing the business will exceed 
$40,000，the State Department 
will consider the investor require- 
ments Satisfied . 


For instance,，where a foreigner 


buys a _ business for $50,000 with 
Proof that the Price is the reason- 
able market value for the business， 
has signed a contract calling for an 
initial payment of $20,000 with

the'balance to be paid in 90 davs 
and the foreigner presents PTOoof of 
financial resources sufficient for 
the _ final payment，the State 
Department would consider the 
application one within the 
“actively in the process”clause. 
MANAGER 

Federal Regulations require the 
investor to be a Principal manager 
of the enterprise. Thus, there is no 
limit on the number of principal 
managers in any enterprise who 
may apPply for investor status. 

However， each principal 
manager must show that he or she 
Possesses the requisite managerial 
duties and responsibilities， The 
focus is on the duties of the 
position held_. by the intending 
immigrant，in relation to the 
entire business organization. If 这 
is determined that the investor has 
managerial duties “which affect 
the course of direction of the 
business,” then the Principal 
manager requirement would be 
satisfied， according to the air- 
gram. 

In all, the State Department re- 
quires a record of documentary 
“evidence reflecting a coherent 
and logical pattern chronological- 


ly and fiscally consistent， 
reasonably” supportive of the 
alleged investment.” 回

“Some senior citizens who claim 
the $37 renters credit on their 
personal income tax return may 
believe this disqualifies them for 
rent assistance， This is not true. 
The receipt of the $37 renterS 
credit has no bearing on the senior 
citizen s eligibility for rent assis- 
tance,， Brown explained . 


The last day to file a claim for 
rent assistance is August 31，and 
unless the numben of filers dras- 


tically_ increases，many eligible 
persons may lose out on the 
refunds.

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Accord- 
ing to Stanley Lubman, the recent 
lull in business transaction 
between the United States and the 
PRC is very likely to show an 
upswing in the near future. Speak- 
ing on“Trade with China:， Prob- 
lems and Prospects”at the 7Tmte7- 
national Foruma Sponsored by the 
World Affairs Council on July 12， 
the noted attorney and U.S,- 
China trade specialist said that 
“despite all the problems，I find 
myself much more optimistic 
about the future of U.S.-China 
trade than Ihave been anytime in 


_thelast few years. 


The volume of bilateral trade 
between the two countries 
plummeted from, a high of almost 
a billion dollars in 1974 to only 
about $400 million last year, 

STAGNANT 

The stagnant condition，Lub- 
man explained，has been a result 
of both recent political situations 
and institutional problems that 
stand in the way of trade between 
the two nations， 

Before the consolidation of the 
present Peking leadership under 
Chairman Hua Kuo-feng， the 
internal disagreement among the 
Chinese leadership on foreign 
trade matters Was such that 
China's total foreign trade volume 
suffered a ten percent decrease in 
1976. Transaction with 避 .S，was 
further hampered because of the 
Chinese dissatisfaction over the 
slow progress in normalization of 
relations_ between the two coun- 
tries. 

Bilateral trade however has also 
been impeded by other institu- 
tional problems that,，according to 
Lubman，seem likely to be per- 
sistently constraining forces in the 
trade relations between U.S. and 
China even with improving polit- 
ical relations.

Another problem facing foreign 
buyers lies in China's inability to

Sales from U.S$. to China is also 
limited by several persistent issues，

CHINA'S EX-RED GUARDS PURSUE AMERICAN DREAM

SAN FRANCISCO (PNS) -一 
Since 1970 hundreds， perhaps 
thousands，of Chinas most radi- 
eal youth from the Cultural Revo- 
lution have beenstreamingintothe 
United States， driven by political 
disaffection ”with the ”Peking 
government and inspired by the 
American constitutional guar- 
antees of freedom and individual- 


jsm. 

They have swum the shark- 
infested waters of the South China 
seas，lived by their muscles and 
wits on the streets of Hong Kong 
and scrambled for coolie wages in 
the soup kitchens of San Fran- 
ciscos Chinatown to open a new 
chapter in the convulsive move- 
ment they launched more than a 
decade ago in China. 

PARADOXICAL 

These Red Guards in pursuit of 
the American dream are perhaps 
the most paradoxical of all the 
waves of immigrants to penetrate 
the United States. 

To the China- watchers of the 
West，the Red Guards were a

Follow- 
ing Maos instructions，the Red 
Guards were students released 
from school to rove the country- 
side organizing massive demon- 
strations against the entrenched 
bureaucracy of the Communist 
Party and the government. 

“He wished to produce a gener- 
ation that would throw off the 
habits of obedience fostered by 
both traditional and Communist 
Chinese society,” says author 
Nancy Milton，who taught at the 
Peking Language Institute in the 
1960s and whose three children 
were Red Guards， 

“Mao wanted a generation who 
would challenge those in authority 
and make their own political anal- 
yses 一 or according to Maos own 
aphorism，learn by swimming，” 

STEREO 

One of those who learned to 
swim in the choppy waters of the 
Cultural Revolution is Henry Lee. 
He is 28.， He rents an 8x10-foot 
room in an old brick Chinatown 
roominghouse，He has a single 


bed，a suitcase，several cardboad . 


boxes，a rack of clothes，Canned 
food and tea fill the shelves he 
built over the door，His most 
expensive Possession is a new 
stereo that sits on a metal rack 
next to a few bookshelves and a 
small desk， 

He takes home $60 each week， 
pays his bills，saves a little and 
wires the rest to_ his family in 
China. By day he studies English 
at an adult school，and he works 
at night in a Chinese restaurant. 

In China， Henry Lee led 
another kind of life. 

In 1966, he and his high school 
classmates from Kwangchow 
(Canton) formed a Red Guard 
brigade and began a two-year trek 
that took them throughout the 
densely “populated 。 eastern 
provinces of China，They were 
part of the“link-up,”a national

movement that encouraged mil- 
lions of Chinese youth to journey 
around the nation and experience 
the ways of the Chinese revolu- 
tion. 

VANGUARD 

Many of the young rebels，said 
Henry，fancied themselves as the 
vanguard of Chinas continuing 
revolution，To Save the fruits of 
the revolution， they _ attacked 
persons they deemed too bour- 
geois in thought and deed，Their 
targets were mostly middle-aged 
persons， teachers and local party 
officials，and they subjected them 
to harsh criticism and physical 
abuse. 

But in the fall of 1968，when 
they returned to KKwangchow， 
about half of the Red Cuards were 
sent to work clearing rocks, hoeing 
fields and installing irrigation 
pumps in rural communes. 

Lee's frustration over being sent 
to the countryside was shared by 
thousands of young Red Guards， 
Says Nancy Milton， who now 
teaches several of them in San 
Francisco. 

“As this generation sees 让 ，the 
students were used as political 
Shock troops，and then when the 
movement became very messy， 
factional and violent，they were 
shipped off to the countryside. 
They saw their fate as political 
Punishment 一 and they were also 
removed from their educational 
track, forever in most cases.” 

RADICALISM 

Ironically，their emigration to 
the U.S. may also have been a 
product of the intense radicalism 
they fostered in China. 

“Roaming about the country- 
side during the Cultural Revolu- 
tion，they learned self-reliance 


Tather than obedience，and an 


exhilarating sense of control over 
their own lives,” says Milton.， 
“These young Chinese are success- 
ful products of Mao's attempt to 
create 3a modern， scientific- 
minded, questioning people.” 

Life has not been easy for the 
young men and women who left 
China and settled `in San Fran- 
cisco, but for the first time，many 


.Say，they are working for them- 


selves. 
They concentrate their energies 
on self-improvement 一 learning 


to _ speak English，studying at 
junior colleges and trade schools， 
and working as busboys，waiters， 
Seamstresses， accountants， Car- 
penters or at other low-paying 
jobs， Nearly all are full-time or 
part-time students. 

Their teachers say these Chi- 
nese immigrants appIoach educa- 
tion more aggressively than those 
from Hong Kong or Taiwan. 

MOTIVES 

“The ones from China are more 
Systematic about how they learn,” 
Says Wayne Wang， education 
coordinator at the Chinatown 
R esources Development Center， 
“They have a tendency to be more 
clear about their motives for

A former Red Guard who takes 
auto mechanics courses at a junior 
college in Alameda goes to class 
every day with a jlist of questions 
about his work 一 detailed points 
he inists on understanding 
throughly. He is puzzled by the 
absence of enthusiasm and the 
lackadaisical approach of some of 
his 。 classmates toward their 
Studies. 

“What I fear most,”he said,“is 
wasting my time 一 not learning 
something new each day.” 

Most of the Red Guard immi- 
grants live in Chinatown which， 
they say，cushioned their transi- 
tion to American society. But 
many are anxious to get out of 
Chinatown and away from the 
Chinese living there. 

DEEPER 

“Ithink our experience of living 
in this world is deeper than the 
American-born “Chinese,” says 
Sally Low，a 26-year-old accoun- 
tant at the Bank of America who 
has lived in San Erancisco two 
years. She keeps a one-bedroom 
apartment a mile from Chinatown 
with her two brothers and a sister 
一 all of whom swam from China. 

“Weve had a big change in our 
lives,”she says. “Everything ii 
their lives has been smooth.” 

“Generally they think freedom 
here is really good stuff,”says an 
American-born “Chinese social 
worker in Chinatown. “Their 
concept of freedom is based on the 
seeming availabijlity of educa- 
tion.， Many came here because 
they saw no future in China where 
they weren't able to pursue their 
interests.” 

The former Red Guards are 
especially fascinated with the U.S. 
concepts of civil liberties，indiv- 
idual freedom and the structure of 
the American legal system . 

MERCY 

One Red Guard, sensitive to in- 
justice and exploitation in the 
U.S$., as well as in his homeland， 
explains that after the Cultural 
Revolution，the average person 
was at the mercy of whatever 
forces gained power，in terms of 
determining what was legal or 
illegal, good or bad. 

“In China there were no 
standards，there was no law to 
guide us，But in America，you 
have laws，there are standards， 
and thats the difference.”(Copy- 
right PNS 1977) 口

Propositions attack the rights of 
minority communities to elect 
officials who would be responsive 
to their needs.

Mayor George Moscone told the 
gathering that 让 either Proposi- 
tion passed on August 2,“the sense 
of democratic process，fair Play， 
and abidqing by the rules in San 
Francisco would no longer apply.” 
> CUT 

Both ballot measures would 
repeal Proposition T，the district 
election initiative Passed by an 
11,000 vote _ margin last fall. 
Proposition A would reinstate the 
at-large election of Supervisors. 
Proposition B would have super- 
visors elected at-large，but re- 
quire that they live in a district. It 
would also cut short the terms of 
Mayor Ceorge Moscone，District 
Attorney Joseph Freitas， and 
Sheriff Richard Hongisto, 

Moscone told the gathering that 
claims of Prop A proponents that 
at-large elections would be good 
for minorities were sheer folly. 
San Francisco，which he said now 
boasts a majority of persons from 
ethnic minorities， hasnt once 
elected a member of a minority to 
the Board of Supervisors，Super- 
visors Francois and Conzales, and 
former Supervisor Ceorge Chinn， 
all members of minorities，were 
appointed，not elected to the 


-Board. 


PLOY 
Proposition B，he said，was a 


ploy by Supervisor ”John 
Barbagelata to exploit the anger of 
some San Franciscans at the 
growing representation of Asians， 
Blacks，women and gays in city 
government. 

Moscorne called on the group “to 
beat A and B so badly that those 
who would ignore the demo- 
cratic Process in this city Dever 
again rear their gly heads.” 

Speakers from the Asian AmerT- 
ican community Said that 
restoration of at-large elections 
would mean that the citySs super- 
visors would remain unaccount- 
able to minority communities. Al 
called for a strong“no”vote on 
propositions A and B. 

Some attending the meetingsaid 
the Asian American community 
was divided on the issue of district 
elections and that they had a long 
way to go in educating minority 
Voters， 

The defeat of Propositions 人 
and B hinges on a high voter 
turnout for the August 2 special 
election . 

TURNOUT 

Gordon Lau，who will run for 
Supervisor next November, said he 
expected a higher than normal 
turnout for the special election. 
The majority of the Asian- 
American community，he said， 
was opposed to A and B， 

After his speech，Mayor Mos- 
cone told 尼 ast/West that Pro- 
positions A and B would be 
defeated 计 more than 55% of the 
voters cast ballots，If the initia- 
tives wereldefeated，he said he 
didnt know whether a_ Chinese 
supervisor would be elected. 

“But for the first time in his- 
tory,”he said,“the Chinese and 
other -minority communities 
would have a real chance，One 
hundred years with no Chinese 
elected is an indication that unless 
we have some change，nothing 
will happen:”

DIFFERENCES 

In ecomparing the modern day 
students with the students of the 
30s and 40s，Wong pointed onut 
these following basic differences:

Wong thinks that the Present 
large enrollment is her classes is 
partially due to the fact that the 
new immigrants feel more at ease 
in learning the new language in 
their own community with bilin- 
gual teachers, She is a strong be- 
liever in the bilingual method of 
teaching 了 ngllish . 

“It is much faster and easier for 
the students to _ learn the Chinese 
equivalent of some English words， 
than it is to _ explain the words in 
English only，Of- course， 工 am 
speaking about the student at the 
beginning， level, she explained. 

“After they have _ acquired the 
basic skills in the language，then 
they ' can register in more ad- 
vanced English _ classes where bi- 
lingual teaching is unneccessary，” 

Even as Wong spoke，a few 
phrases of Chinese kept cropping 
Up here and there for she feels at 
ease in both languages. Accenting 
her conversation with movements 
and hand gestures,，she continued， 
“In_ addition to teaching them 
English,，I took every opportunity 
to explain to them about the Am- 
erican customs and ways of life，

SCHOOL 

Wong was born in Oakland and 
is a third generation Chinese Am- 
erican. She started as a tutor at the 
age of 16, and being brought up in 
a large family of ten，she never 
Planned on achieving a higher ed- 
tication, but through a “Christmas 
present”given her by a friend, Ms. 
Emily McMurray， she was able to 
acquire a BA Degree and a Teach- 
ing Credential from the San Eran- 
cisco State College，then located 
on Buchanan and Haight Streets. 

At that time when Wong first 
applied for entry to the teachers 
college, the registrar told her that 
no position would be available to 
her upon graduation，because the 
Caucasian children do not want to 
be taught by a Chinese teacher 
She replied that her intention was 
to teach in a _ missionary school in

China. Her reply was met with 
approval， Conseqduently，she was 
admitted . 


She received her Credential on 
a_ Eriday in January，1937，re- 
ceived her marriage jlicense on 
Saturday and .was married on 
Sunhiday，Three hours _ after the 
wedding ceremony, the Wongs left 
for San Diego where she became a 
volunteer teacher at the Chinese 
Congregational Mission. Her hus- 
band was then the pastor of that 
Mission, After ten years of work in 
San Diego, the Wongs came to San 
Francisco. 了 dith again resumed 
her volunteer teaching for seven 
years at the Chinese Presbyterian 
Church，where Her husband was 
the Pastor. 

In the early 40s and early 60s， 
Wong also served as a Part-time 
interpreter for the Immigration 
and Naturalization Service in San 
Diego，and-in San Francisco. 


BUSY 

Her busy schedule has afforded 
her little time to spend with her six 
children，Emily Chin，Avis See- 
Tho，Marston; _ Morrison，Curtis， 
and Mark Wong;, of whom only 
the youngest is now living at 
home. Rev. Wong has been heard 
to say jokingly “Having a wife is 
just like not having a wife be- 
cause of Edith's busy life， 

About her future plans，VWong 
would like to spend more time 
with her family her church，amnd 
perhaps some social service work 计 
there is a_ need.
